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TO  THE  USER  OF  THIS  DICTIONARY. 

f>l6tori?« — As  will  be  seen  by  the  memoir  of  George  Carter 

Stent  which  follows  this  preface,  he  published  a  vocabulary  in  the 

Pekingese  dialect  in  the  year  187 1,  according  to  the  arrangement 

ot  the  present  work  which  makes  the  Romanized  sound  the  first 

column^the  Chinese  the  second,  and  English  the  third.     As  Mr. 

Stent  had  been  long  dead  a  new  edition  was  urgently  called 'for, 

and  the  late  Dr.  Mateer  suggested  to  me  the  revision  of  the  work. 

To  this  the  heirs  of  Mr.  Stent  cordidlly  agreed,  at  the  same  time 

generously  handing  over  all  rights  to  the  reviser.     The  first  edition 

was  known  as  MacGillivray-Stent.     Meantime  the  work  of  revision 

and  change  went  steadily  on  according  as  I  had  opportunity.     So 

many  were  the  changes  and  so  large  the  amount  of.  labour  expended 

that  it  was  deemed  right  to  issue  the  third  edition  under  the  name 

•  of  MacGillivray  "on  the  same  principle  as  S^ent." 

filHIU — This  is  practically  a  phrase  book  in  which  Mandarin 
so  largely    predominates    as    to    justify    the    name    '*  Mandarin 
Romanized  Dictionary.**     In  the  first  column  is  found  the  Mandarin 
pronunciation  according  to  the  most  widely   accepted  system  of 
Romanization  (Wade's).     In  this  matter  of  Romanization  it  is  now 
•       practically   impossible  for  dictionary  makers  to  adopt  any  other 
'         system  without  extreme  confusion.     A  comparative  table  of  other 
systems  will  enable  the  reader  who  has  learned  another  system  to 
k        soon  find  his  way  about  in  this  dictionary.     Each  character  with 
the  exception  of  rarer  enes  is  followed  by  a  group  of  characters, 
the  whole  constituting  a  phrase  or  double  combination.     The  order 
•of  letters  in  the  English  alphabet  determines  the  order  in  which 
the  Romanized  syllables  are  printed,  not  only  for  the  initials  but 
^         for  the  phrase  arrangement  under  each  character.     In  this  way 
Chinese  dictionaries  are   rendered   as   easily   useable   as   English 
dictionaries  which  have  always  been  arranged  on  the  alphabetical 
principle.      The  most  numerous  group  under  a  tone  comes  first  in 
I         order  with   the  single  and  rarer  characters  requiring  infrequent 
"         references  at  the  end.     Next  to  the  Romanized  stands  the  page  and 
column   in    the  new  edition  of  Giles'  Dictionary.     In  the  second 
column  opposite  the  corresponding  sound  are  found  the  appropriate 
Chinese  character  or  characters.     The  first  character  of  the  group 
is  followed  by  a  figure  and  a  letter,  a  second  figure  and  a  letter. 
The  first  figure  refers  the  reader  to  tbe  page  of  Giles'  first  edition 
on  which    the  character  is  found,  also  the  letters   A,  B,  C  will 
enable  him  to  locate  the  column  which  contains  it.     The  second 
figure  and  letter  show  the  page  and  column  in  Williams'  Dictionary 
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iu  tbe  same  way.  By  this  simple  device  the  users  may  at  once 
refer  to  larger  lexicons  without  the  additional  labour  of  searching 
in  radical  indexes  for  the  particular  character  they  wish.  Thirdly, 
opposite  the  Chinese  is  found  a  necessarily  brief  definition.  Iu 
some  cases  references  to  other  ^sources  of  information  are  appended 
either  to  the  four  authorities  named  below  or  to  notes  at  the  end  of 
the  volume.  To  economize  space  *  Tzu  "  (^)  is  printed  after  each 
single  character  which  may  have  that  enclitic  without  perceptible 
difiFerence  in  meaning.  The  word  same  means  that  the  meaning  is 
the  same  as  the  previous  entry.  Fourthly,  after  many  of  the 
definitions  are  found  in  brackets  Romanized  words  and  phrases, 
cognate  or  parallel  to  those  definitions.  The  inquiring  beginner 
will  find  it  useful  to  turn  up  these  phrases  and  thus  enlarge  his 
knowledge  with  ease  and  profit. 

TLbC  UOWtB* — These  are  corrected  according  to  Goodrich  and 
Giles,  the  letters  Gi  meaning  Giles,  and  the  letters  Go  meaning 
Goodrich.  The  difficulty  of  deciding  the  to::es  in  every  case,  as 
users  of  dictionaries  know,  is  very  great,  and  in  cases  of  difficulty 
readers  are  warned  that  this  dictionary  does  not  pose  as  an 
authority.  Wisdom  suggests  a  reference  to  Goodrich  and  Giles. 
Figures  iu  brackets   indicate  other  tones  of  the  same  character. 

Contents  of  ©fCtiOnarp.— Whlle  Mandarin  predominates  a 
number  of  Wenli  phrases  are  allowed  a  place,  especially  if  common 
in  the  speech  of  scholars.  It  is  impossible  to  indicate  which  are 
Mandarin  and  w&ich  Wenli  as  the  dividing  line  is  often  hazy.  The 
student  must  ask  his  teacher,  or  better  trust  his  own  ears  and  decide 
what  phrases  he  will  incorporate  into  his  own  working  vocabulary. 

l^CW  |PbradC6* — Each  succeeding  edition  of  this  dictionary 
contains  a  number  of  new  phrases.  Some  of  these  have  been  long 
in  use  while  others  are  more  recent.  In  the  first  edition  modern, 
literary  and  other  combinations  were  given  in  an  appendix.  In 
this  edition  they  have  been  embodied  in  the  main  text.  The  letter 
"N*'  shows  most,  if  not  all,  the  new  phrases.  The  letter  "C 
placed  after  a  definition  indicates  that  the  term  is  out  of  date,  and 
is  of  merely  historical  interest,  e.g.,  terms  in  official  life,  including 
the  examination  system.  Several  collections  of  new  terms  have 
recently  been  piftblished,  such  as  by  Rev.  Evan  Morgan  and  Mrs. 
Ada  Haven  Mateer.  In  those  works  there  are  more  phrases  of  this 
nature  than  I  have  thought  well  to  incorporate,  and  those  who  are 
keen  on  further  information  will  assuredly  procure  those  books. 

XHbC  Of  tbiB  ©iCttOnari?.— Its  chief  use  is  held  to  be  to  aid 
the  student  in  acquiring  the  spoken  language  (both  sound  and 
written  form).  He  is  cautioned,  however,  that  not  every  phrase 
here  should  be  indiscriminately  used  and  learned.  As  Arthur  H. 
Smith  says:  **  Let  hini  test  his  acquisitions  like  bank  notes  to  see 
if  they  will  pass  !  *'

The  learner  having  heard  a  word,  or  still  better,  two  or  more 
in  combination,  will  find  tb^t  this  dictionary  comes  to  his  help  even 
iu  the  absence  of  teacher,  first,  that  he  may  understand  what  he 
has  heard  ;  second,  that  he  may  ascertain  its  written  form  without 
laborious  searching  in  the  Radical  igdexes  and  huge  dictionaries ; 
and  third,  be  may  at  the  same  time  find  a  group  of  phrases  more 
or  less  related  to  the  one  he  has  just  heard.  When  a  phrase  is 
found  the  student  should  glance  through  the  whole  group  where  he 
^rill  often  find  other  equivalents  or  related  phrases  which  he  would 
like  to  learn  at  the  same  time.  It  is  a  good  plan  to  look  up  the 
second,  third,  and  fourth  characters  iu  a  phrase  as  found  under  their 
own  separate  headings  and  thus  pleasantly  enlarge  his  acquire* 
meuts. 

To  suppose  a  case :  The  learner  has  heard  the  expression  §t 
JS  HI  II'  ^^  ^^^  ^^°>  from  hearing,  judge  that  the  first  sound  is 
Au,  he  turns  at  once  to  Au,  and  under  it  he  finds  the  phrase  in 
questiou  together  with  its  relatives,  and  at  the  same  time  a  ready 
road  to  larger  dictionaries.  To  suppose  another  case  :  in  reading 
he  finds  the  character  f^.  If  he  knows  its  sound  he  may  at  once 
find  it  and  its  group  as  iu  the  preceding  case.  But  if  he  does  not 
recognize  it,  a  reference  to  the  radical  index  at  the  back  will  at  once 
show  where  the  character  and  its  group  are  to  be  found. 

The  beginner  is  bewildered  when  the  usual  form  of  dictionary 
is  placed  in  his  hands  because  he  does  not  possess  the  key,  but  he 
will  find  in  this  book  au  easy  and  pleasant  road  to  the  knowledge  of 
that  which  he  wishes  to  acquire.  Those  who  are  preparing  ad- 
dresses, even  if  they  have  been  years  in  the  country,  will  find  that 
the  dictionary  will  help  to  brush  up  their  knowledge  of  the  phrases 
they  require  and  even  add  some  that  they  did  not  previously  have 
at  command  in  their  vocabulary.

MEMOIR 

—  OF  — 

GEORGE  CARTER  STENT, 


While  belonging  to  the  British  lyegation  Escort  in  Peking  in 
1869,  Mr.  Stent  first  discovered  a  taste  for  the  study  of  Chinese, 
chiefly  in  its  colloquial  form,  and  his  aptitude  and  perseverance 
received  their  first  encouragement  from  Mr.  (afterwards  Sir 
Thomas)  Wade,  British  Minister  to  Peking,  himself  famous  for 
his  3  ^  m^  or  Colloquial  Lessons  and  other  works  on  Chinese, 
Mr.  Stent  then  joined  the  Foreign  Customs  Service,  serving 
successively  at  Chefoo,  Shanghai,  Wenchow,  and  Swatow. 
Early  in  1882  he  was  appointed  to  Takow,  Formosa,  and  in 
May,  1883,  he  became  assistant-in-charge  of  the  Customs  at  that 
port,  which  post  he  continued  to  hold  till  ist  September,  1884, 
the  day  of  his  death. 

His  chief  literary  work  was  his  *' Chinese  and  English 
Vocabulary  in  the  Pekingese  Dialect"  on  the  plan  of  the 
present  Dictionary.  He  early  showed  a  taste  for  colloquial 
novels,  and  began  making  a  collection  of  phrases  on  the  plan 
now  so  well-known,  and  followed  in  all  subsequent  editions. 
The  first  edition  came  out  in  1871  and  the  second  in  1877. 
Its  popularity  was  evident  from  the  beginning.  In  1874  he 
also  published  a  **  Chinese  and  English  Pocket  Dictionary." 

He  was  a  member  of  the  China  Branch  of  the  Royal  Asiatic 
Society,  to  whose  Journal  he  contributed  three  papers  (see  Vols. 
VII  and  XI).  In  **  Scraps  from  my  Sabretache"  he  described 
some  of  his  early  experiences  as  a  soldier  in  India.  His  **  Jade 
Chaplet,"  ** Fanning  the  Grave,"  etc.,  show  that  he  had  con- 
siderable skill  as  a  versifier  and  translator.  Mr.  Stent's  career  in 
China  and  his  literary  achievements  furnish  a  good  example 
of  what  can  be- accomplished — with  perseverance,  enthusiasm, 
and  good  sense — even  by  one  who  has  failed  to  enjoy  the  ad- 
vantage of  a  liberal  education.

aw's  family,  tho  firat  son  assumes  his  mother's  maiden  name,  and  inherits  the 
family  property,  his  descendants  doius  the  same  in  perpetuity  ;  the  remaiader 
of  the  bridegroom's   childran  retain  his  name.

Sortruit,  and  place  before  it  a  table  with  two  lighted  candles,  and  four  or  eight 
ishes  of  eatables  on  it ;  incense  is  burnt;  the  name  of  the  deceased,  with  the 
dates  of  his  birth  and  death,  is  written  on  a  piece  of  silk  or  paper  and  pasted 
on  a  board  ;  two,  sometimes  four,   Buddhist  or  Taoist  priests  then  iovokr 

Tsao^'chiin^  >l|^  £,  the  god  of  the  cooking-stoves,  and  call  on  the  spirit  of  tho 
deceased  to  return  home.  A  day  is  appointed  for  the  assembly  of  relatives,

89.  huan}-  ^S  ^^'  SS*  '^^^b  character  in  all  the  Chinese,  or  Anglo-Chinese  Diction- 
aries  I  have  met  has  been  represented  as  either  being,  or  resembling  the  bear, 
the  wild  boar,  the  dog,  wolf,  etc.  While  in  Peking  a  i^ve  yoars  ago  I  made 
enqniries  about  it  and  could  get  no  clearer  d-^fiuitiou  ;  it  was  well  kuown, 
however,  and  to  be  procured,  so,  feeling  curious  to  see  this  strange  aoimd,  I 
engaged  the  services  of  a  iiuuter  with  instruction^)  to  procure  one  ;  heretorsed 
in  a  few  days  with  four  young  ones,  which  wore  pionounced  at  once  by  com- 
petent judges  to  be  veritable  badgers.

42.  huo^isang*  if^  '$$.  Tills  custom  still  exists  in  China,  though  not  to  a  very 
great  extent,  and  generally  among  the  poorer  classes,  as  it  is  not  considered 
respectable  to  burn  one's  deceased  relatives  ;  there  seems  no  other  reasou  for 
doing  so  than  poverty,  and  tho  saving  of  trouble  and  expense.  1  hearJ,  how- 
ever, of  a  case  last  year  in  Siiantjhai  where  the  dying  person  himself  expressed 
a  wish  to  be  burnt  .!ifter  death,  which  was  accordingly  done.  Lepers  and 
Buddhist  priests  are  generally  burnt.

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4B,  A««*-<2#>  y  ^«  This  kind  of  spider  has  »  flat  black  body  ;  when  saen  in  the 
morning  it  is  considered  to  be  a  lucky  omen. 

46.  ?i8ia*'4e*u^'t8*ao^  Jl  in  4^*  ^^^'  "summer  wither  grass"  This  grass  is  green 
in  winter,  btit  dies  in  summer,  hence  the  name  ;  it  is  used  as  a  medicine,  and 
is  aaid  to  contain  cooling  properties  ;  the  Chinese  make  an  infusion  of  it  to 
serve  as  a  drink  in  hot  weather. 

Nearly  every  Chinese  house  contains  an  incense  table 
with  two  candlesticks  and  censer  on  it ;  this  is  in  the  middle  of  a  hall  on  com- 
mon occasions.  On  birthdays,  wedding  days,  the  receipt  of  an  imperial  edict, 
and  on  the  1st  and  ]5th  of  every  month  the  candles  are  lighted  and  incense 
burnt  previous  to  going  through  the  ceremony.

oeremonies  to  get  them  "oast  out."  There  is  scarcely  a  Chinese  that  does  not 
fully  believe  in  this,  and  foreigners  even  have  been  known  to  do  so. 

When  a  woman  feels  tlic  pains  of  labour  coming  on,  the 
Tuidwifo  is  sent  for,  and  the  patient  i»  placed  in  a  sitting  posture  on  a  wooden 
frame  over  a  vessel,  and  in  this  unpleasant  position  gives  birth  to  her  child. 

ft3.  hm^-shu'^  jK  fiE^  ^^  more  commonly  called  '/m'-s/ni^  ^  ^^  whisker  comb. 
A  person  having  passed  twenty-five  years  of  age,  or  from  twenly-five  to  forty, 
calls  in  the  aid  of  a  physiologist,  who  decides  at  what  age  h<3  is  to  grow 
moustache;  accordingly,  a  birthday,  or  lucky  day  i»  chosen  on  which  to  be 
shaved  for  the  last  time;  from  this  day  the  moustache  is  allowed  to  grow, 
never  more  to  bo  shaved.  Almost  every  Chinese  who  sports  a  moustache 
carries  the  comb  suspended  from  a  button  or  button  hole,  and  will  be  seen

The  bowl  was  called  chinglnrcMn-pan,**  the  dew 
containing  bowl  of  gold."
